The  Stockholders  of  the  Morth  Carolina  Railroad 
Company  met  at  the  Benbow  Hotel  in  the  city  of 
Greensboro,  N.  C,  at  2:30  o'clock  P.  M. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  Col.  Jas.  T.  Morehead 
was  called  to  the  chair  and  D.  H.  McLean  was  ap- 
pointed Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

C.  D.  Benbow  for  the  Proxy  Committee,  reported 
that  there  were  225  stockholders  present  in  person  and 
by  proxy,  and  that  there  were  represented  8,465 
shares  of  stock,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy — 
1,467  in  person  and  6,998  by  proxy.  The  Chairman 
announced  that  under  the  by-laws  of  the  Company 
there  were  a  sufficient  number  of  shares  of  stock  repre- 
sented for  the  transaction  of  business  and  that  the 
meeting:  was  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

The  annual  report  of  the  President  was  read  and  up- 
on motion  the  same  was  received  and  ordered  printed. 

On  motion  of  Col.  Bennehan  Cameron  the  reading  of 
the  reports  of  the  other  officers  of  the  Company  were 
dispensed  with.

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  credentials  of  the 
State's  Proxy  was  ordered  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Company.

GoLDSBORO,  N.  C,  October  26th,  1904. 
Mr.  Samuel  Spencer,  President  Souiherji  Railway. 
Mr.  H.  G.  Chatham,  President  J^.  C.  Railroad. 

Gentlemen: — We  have  to  report  that  we  have  made 
the  examination  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  from 
Goldsboro  to  Charlotte. 

From  Greensboro  to  Charlotte,  we  find  the  road  to 
be  in  first  class  condition. 

From  Greensboro  to  S^>hna,  the  road  has  been  mMin- 
tained  in  like  good  condition,  as  per  your  experts'  last 
report,  and  meets  the  requirements,  with  the  exception 
that  the  Hotel  at  Burlington,  which  was  burned,  has 
not  been  replaced. 

From  Selma  to  Goldsboro,  the  road  has  not  been 
ballasted,  as  recommend^^d  by  yourexperts  in  their  last 
report.  When  this  is  done,  and  the  fifty-pound  rails 
now  remaining  in  track,  amounting  to  about  nine  and 
one  half  (9)^)  miles  of  tract,  are  replaced  with  sixty- 
pound  rails,  and  the  cross  ties  now  distributed  and 
being  distributed  along  the  right  of  wa3'^  are  put  in 
tract,  (which  we  recommend  be  done  promptly),  then 
your  entire  road  will  be  in  condition  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements.
